Cooling Atlantic Breezes 
Break European Heat Wave 
LONDON rtf) — Cooling breezes 
from the north Atlantic today 
brought a m easure of relief to 
Europe, which has sweltered in 
the grip of a 10-day heat wave 
that claimed more than 400 lives. 
Only In Italy, where police esti­ 
mated at least 200 persons had 
died, were tem peratures in the 90 s 
forecast. Elsewhere weathermen 
reported tem peratures dropping 
rapidly as the cool air front moved 
inland.

O’Donnell Fails in Attempt to Get 


Cut on County Assessed Valuation 


No raises and no reductions 
That was the score at the end of 
this week's session of the Riverside 
County Board of Supervisors while 
sitting as a Board of Equalization 
Probably the most eloquent plea 
came from Reuben Fleet of San 
Diego and Palm Springs in behalf 
of the O'Donnell Golf Club of Palm 
Springs for which he Is chairman 
of both the finance and the mem­ 
bership committees 
FLEET ASKED that the present 
assessed valuation of the property 
for which the club is assessed for 
having a possessory interest as 
lessee, be cut from $44,500 to a 
“nominal value.'' The club has 
leased the 33-acre nine-hole course 
from the city on a 99-year lease 
which has as years to go. 
County Assessor Frank Burch­ 
field declared. "As to market 
value. I believe the land Is worth 
one million dollars if it is worth 
a dime. It is in the heart of Palm 
Springs." 
In arriving at the assessed val­ 
uation he. said a 75 per cent re­ 
duction had been made because 
of the fact that the club's lease 
restricts use to golf, and an at­ 
tempt had been made to arrive 
at the reversion value of the land 
at the end of «I years. From this 
amount an additional 25 per cent 
reduction was made to take care 
of risks and hazards The result: 
an appraisal value of $133,500 and 
thereby the assessment value of 
$44,500. 
% Sfiirrt 
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IT WA3 OBSERVED by Burch­ 
field that according to tha lease 
terms, the city could be called up­ 
on to pay the tax out of the lease 
money which is $5.000 per year. 
However. P M Martin. Riverside 
attorney, told tha supervisors that 
he doubts very much whether It 
it'the duty of the city to pay tha 
tax He said the lease is contro­ 
versial. 
Fleet admitted that the club has 
not asked the city to pay the tax 
He said that though invited to 
send a representative to the duh's 
tax problem discussions, the city 
council had not done ao 
TIIE CLl’B MADE a mistake, 
declared Fleet, in leaaing the 
property. He said that they should 
have entered Into an agreement 
with the city to operate the prop­ 
erty as a golf course for the city, 
which Is in effect what they are 
doing. The city would be exempt 
from paying a tax. 
When the property was first 
leased, the club was not taxed 
either, but since a Supreme Court 
ruling made a lease a thing of 
value and taxable as a possessory 
Interest, the county has hilled the 
club for the property tax. Litiga 
tion over the taxation Is now In 
process on the basis that the Su­ 
preme Court decision was on a 
profit corporation whereas (he 
club claims to be a non-profit cor 
poration 
••WE'LL DROP THE litigation if 
the county will lower our tax to 
It'iVOR." promised Fleet. "We fee! 
«$ can afford to pay that amount 
We made money before we were 
taxed " 
Supervisor George Berkey at 
(empted to obtain a reduction in 
the assessed valuation of the prop 
ertv from $44 500 to $30 500. but 
failed to get any support from his 
fellow supervisors. The vote to 
deny the request for a reduction 
in valuation was four to one with 
Berkey dissenting.

SAN FRANCISCO (th-An i ri­ 
zón» statement that it had no per­ 
mits from the secretary of war to 
divert water from the Colorado 
River was placed into evidence by 
California Tuesday in the complex 
suit over the river water.

AMONG THOSE supporting Leo 
polds plea were poet Carl Sand­ 
burg. mystery author Erie Stan 
ley Gardner, novelist Meyer Lev 
in. and several of Leopold's for­ 
mer University of Chicago class­ 
mates. 
No one appeared to oppose Leo­ 
pold's freedom bid 
Leopold did not attend the clem­ 
ency hearing, but in a written ap­ 
peal asked to be allowed to die 
outside of prison walls. 
“I earnestly beg of you to show 
me the mercy I did not show, 
his petition read. 
“I BEG OF YOU to permit me 
to spend my few remaining years 
in the free world and give me a 
chance to try to be useful and to 
justify my experience. I leave my 
fate in your hands and in the 
hands of God." 
A former classmate, Abel M 
Brown, now a Chicago real estate 
man. told the board:: 
“As a lonely kid. he Leopold fell 
Into a pit as black as life can 
make it. He's crying out now at 
the very end of his life for help. 
If you don't help him. you'll cut 
out his heart. He'll rot and die in 
prison." 
Leopold and his partner in 
crime. Richard Loeb. murdered 
the 14-vear-old Franks boy in a 
thrill killing lhal shocked the na 
tion Leopold was sentenced to 99 
years, but former Governor Adlai 
E Stevenson reduced the sentence 
to 85 years In recognition of Leo­ 
pold's service in malaria experi­ 
ments. 
Loeb died in a prison fight in 
1936 
The parole board previously 
turned down three parole bids bv 
Leopold and set 1965 as the next 
time he could apply for parole. 
However. Leopold said he fear­ 
ed “I won't live t» t long ” He 
has had two heart attacks aftd 
suffers from diabetes and a kidney 
infection.

Palm Spring*' number one problem 


lhat ha* prevailed ever since till* area 
was developed a* a resort may al last 
be nearinK a solution. It is. of (•our*#, 
the disposition of Indian land In a man­ 
ner that will protect the Interests of 
the families of the first settler* who 
were given this land by the Federal 
Government, and at the samp time per­ 
mit the logical development of such 
land In the near future. 
Our own Senator Thomas Kuchet has 


introduced a bill providing for forma­ 
tion of a tribal corporation to take 
charge of the undivided portion* of the 
Agua Callente Reservation, which Is es­ 
timated to be worth around $12 million. 
The measure implement* provisions of 
a law enacted forty year* ago directing 
allotment of reservation lands to mem­ 
bers of the Mission Band. The Kuchel 
bill provide* for the formation of a 
tribal corporation In which each elig­ 
ible Indian would receive a proportion­ 
ate amount of stork and would there­ 
after receive dividend* from sales or 
leases of such land. 
It remove* another stumbling block 


by also providing for equalization of al­ 
lotments previously made; Individuals 
with lands of less proportionate value 
receiving additional stock to place their 
holdings on an equal basis with all the 
others.

Thirty years have passed since 
Alvah F. Hicks first opened a lap 
and poured a thin stream of cool 
water down the parched gullets of 
thin city's early settlers 
Today, several thousand citizens 
and 
a 
few 
billion 
g a l l o n s 
later, 
that 
alender rivulet 
has 
grown Into a veritable cataract, 
easily channeled thrnugh the pipe 
• lines of Palm Springs Water Cym 
puny. 
Bui the civic growth launched 
on Hicks' water comes as no real 
surprise—It all happened the way 
that enterprising gent planned It 
when he' founded the company 
bacll in the mid 20 s. 


••PLANNING AHEAD Is still nur 
biggest project." Harold J. Hicks, 
son ol the company founder, said 
today "We do our best to antici­ 
pate the community's growth, and 
act accordingly ” 
•'Fortunately," 
the 
company’s 
current president

However, the pace Is pretty furl- 
ous. Expansion in the past three 
decades has hit a stride that is 
perhaps even a bit beyond the Drst 
Inklings of the senior Hicks. 


AT THE CLOSE of 1956. com 
panv officials tabulated the year's 
liquid output and found that they'd 
pumped out more than two billion 
gallons of the wet stuff. 


By comparison, the early years 
add up to little more than 'you 
should pardon the expression i a 
drop in the bucket. 
It all really started In 1887. when 
James Guthrie McCallum worked 
on the idea that water could be 
channeled Into this arid area He 
started work on a stone Irrigation 
ditch designed to bring water 16 
miles across the desert Irom the 
Whitewater River to an Indian Vil­ 
lage and a few settlers. 
By 1897 McCallum and hts Palm 
Valiey Water Company tapped the 
water flowing from Chino Canyon 
and the area started to grow. 


BIT WATER reeerves were non 
existent and farmers competing for 
crop irrigation reached for their 
six-guns when some parties chan­ 
neled off water for their own use 
Records show that three men 
died In gunsmoke. and the water 
company hired guards to watch 
the irrigation sluice gales—but it 
was alt finally settled when every­ 
one got more water than they 
wanted.

preserved for posterity when Nel­ 
lie Coffman opened her Desert fnn 
boarding house and tourists start

Palm Springs. 


THEN ALONG rame Hicks, who 
acquired the old Palm Valley 
Company, changed the name to 
Palm Sprihgs Water Company and 
plunged into the task of building 
a thriving community. 
Hicks brought in waters from 
Snow Creek and Falls C r e e k 
through 12 miles of pipeline By 
1930, he was pumping water to 
329 consumers, and he was pro­ 
viding for many times that figure.

MOST OF THE company water is 
pulled from underground deposits 
lying more than H00 leet below the 
surface. The distribution work Is 
handled by seven pumping 
sta­ 
tions, one of which is inoperative 
end tagged as a "stand-by" pump, 
strictly for emergencies. 
The pumps, all buried under city 
streets, can shove out as much as 
8,250 gallons every minute. One 
pump in particular, the largest in 
the Coachella Valley, can put out 
2,500 gallons a minute. 
In addition, the company chan­ 
nels mountain and streambed wa­ 
ter runoffs, adding 2 000 gallons 
per minute to the daily output. 
All of this life-giving water flows 
to Palm Springs homes and busi­ 
nesses through 160 miles of street
